(Currently amended) A method of increasing the available storage space in a memory 
comprising the steps of: 

d e fining in th e memory a fre e memory list, the fr oo memory list contain e d in a first physical 
memory area of th e m e mory, the free memory list configur e d to contain on e or more portions of 
one or mor e files ; 

storing a file in the memory, the file including a first portion contained in a first second 
physical memory area of the memory and a second portion contained in a second thM physical 
memory area of the memory and a third portion contained in a third physical memory area; 

defining in the memory a free memory list, the free memory list exclusively defining 
deallocated memory portions, the free memory list being contained in a fourth physical area of the 
memory, the free memory list being configured to vary in s ize over time; 

selecting the first portion of the file for deletion; and 

deallocating the first portion of the file and appending the deallocated first portion of the 

file to the free memory list; 

amending the file to link the second portion of the file with the third portion of the file 
physically copying only the select e d first portion of the fil e from th e second physical 

memory ar e a to a fourth physical memory ar e a that is appended to the fr o o memory Hot without 

copying the s e cond portion of th o file contained in the third physical memory area and resulting in 

th e s e cond physical memory area b e ing deallocat e d . 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the file is an audio file or a video file.

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6. (Previously presented) The method of claim 4 wherein the memory is a memory of a 
personal video recorder.
